TOWN WARRANT 


State of Maine, County of Penobscot, ss. 


To Forest Rogers, a Constable in the Town of Newburgh, 
of said County, GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Newburgh, qualified to vote in town affairs, to assemble 
at the Newburgh Town Hall in said Town of Newburgh 
on Saturday, the 12th day of March, at ten oclock in the 
forenoon, 1960 to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2 To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 38. To hear the report of the selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor, treasurer and superintendent 
of schools, and see if the town will vote to accept them as 
printed. 


Art. 4. To choose three or more selectmen, assessors 
and overseers of the poor for the ensuing year and _ fix 
their compensation. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to act as road commissioners, if not, to deter- 
mine the number of road commissioners the town shall 
have and elect the same. 


Art. 6. To choose a member of the school committee 
for a term of three years. 


Art. 7. To choose one or more fire wards. 


Art. 8. To choose a treasurer of the town and all 
other officers except a collector of taxes and fix their 
compensation. 


Art. 9. To determine what sums of money the town 
will raise by taxation for the following purposes, for the 
ensuing year, 


For the support of Common Schools and High School 
Tuition. 


For the support of School Houses. 

For the support of Poor. 

For the support of Roads and Bridges — Summer. 
For the support of Roads and Bridges — Winter. 
For Abatements. 

For Superintendent of School’s salary. 

For Incidentals. 

For Aid to Dependent Children. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$40.00 for Public Nursing in Newburgh, said sum to be 
expended by the State Bureau of Health for local service. 


Art. 11. To see what sum the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for State Aid road construction (in addition to 
the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and pee) under the provisions of Section 44 ha 
49, Chap. 23, R. S. 1954, as amended. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500.00 for maintenance of improved 
sections of third class road, or to be used in connection 
with the third class apportionment made by the State for 
improvement of third class road. 


Art. 18. To see what action the town wishes to take 
in regard to the uncollected taxes for 1959. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen, in behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of any 
real estate acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes 
thereon on such terms as they deem advisable and to 
execute deeds for such property. 


Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to pass the fol- 
lowing resolution or take any action with respect thereto: 


RESOLVED: That the Town Treasurer with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen or a majority thereof be and they 
are hereby authorized to borrow from time to time in 
anticipation of taxes for the taxable year commencing April 
1, 1960, a total sum not to exceed $14,000.00 and for such 
purpose to issue and sell the promissory note or notes of 
the Town, said note or notes to be in such form, to bear 
interest at such rate, and to be payable at such date within 
the taxable year in which they are issued as the Selectmen 
or a majority thereof may approve, and to be paid out of 
money raised by taxation during that year. The proceeds 
of such note or notes are to be used for and are hereby 
dedicated to purposes for which the Town may legally 
raise money or incur debt. 


Art. 16. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to collection of 1960 taxes and elect a collector of 
property tax and fix his or her compensation. 


Art. 17. To elect an excise tax collector and fix her o1 
his compensation. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to give a 3% 
discount on all 1960 taxes paid in full on or before July 1, 
1960 and a 2% discount on all 1960 taxes paid in full on 
or before Oct. 1, 1960. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to charge interest 
on 1960 unpaid taxes after a certain date, and to determine 
that date and rate of interest to be charged. 


Art. 20. To see if the Town will vote to confirm the 
election of Lewis Newell, president and chief of the New- 
burgh Volunteer Fire Department as Town Fire Chief. 


Art. 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $400.00 to assist the Newburgh Volunteer Fire 
Department to meet the expenses of fire house and alarm 
system maintenance. 


» Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
sum of $100.00 from Ethel Wheeler, the income to be used 
for the care of the Samuel and Annie Bridgham Lot in the 
Knowlton Cemetery. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum 
of Fifty dollars ($50.00) to be paid to the State of Maine 
Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for advertising 
the natural resources, advantages and attractions of the 
State of Maine, in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 91, Section 108, of the Revised Statutes of 1954. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
following mobilehome ordinance for the Town of New- 
burgh. 

MOBILEHOME ORDINANCE 
FOR THE 
TOWN OF NEWBURGH, MAINE 

Defining and Regulating Mobilehome Parks; Establish- 
ing Minimum Standards Governing the Construction and 
Maintenance of Mobilehome Parks; Establishing Minimum 
Standards Governing the Provided Utilities and Facilities 
and Other Physical Things and conditions to make Mobile- 
home Parks Safe, Sanitary, and Fit for Human Habitation; 


Fixing the Responsibilities and Duties for Owners and 
Operators of Mobilehome Parks; Authorizing the Inspec- 
tion of Mobilehome Parks and Fixing Penalites for Viola- 
tions. 


SECTION I—DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this Ordinance, the following words 
and phrases shall have the meaning ascribed to them in 
this section. 

1. Mobilehome. Mobilehome shall mean any vehicle 
used or so constructed as to permit its being used as a 
conveyance on the public streets and highways and duly 
licensed as such, and constructed in such a manner as will 
permit occupancy thereof as a dwelling or sleeping place 
for one or more persons, and provided with a toilet and a 
bathtub or shower. 

2. Mobilehome Park. Mobilehome Park shall mean a 
plot of ground on which two or more, but not exceeding 
thirty mobilehomes occupied for dwelling or sleeping pur- 
poses are located. 

8. Mobilehome Space. Mobilehome space shall mean 
a plot of ground within a mobilehome park designated for 
the accommodation of one mobilehome. 

4, Permit. Permit shall mean a written permit issued 
by the Board of Selectmen permitting the mobilehome park 
to operate under this Ordinance. 

5. Trailer. Trailer shall mean a mobilehome which 
does not have a toilet and a bathtub or shower. 

SECTION 2—TRAILER PARKS PROHIBITED 

1. No person shall maintain or operate a trailer park 
in the town of Newburgh. 

2. No occupied trailer shall be permitted in a mobile- 
home park. 

SECTION 8—PERMITS 


1. Permit Required. It shall be unlawful for any person 


to construct, maintain, operate, or alter any mobilehome 
park within the limits of the town of Newburgh unless he 
or she or any firm holds a valid permit issued annually by 
the Board of Selectmen in the name of such person or 
persons or firm for the specific mobilehome park. The 
annual cost of this permit shall be $25.00. All initial applica- 
tions for permits shall be made to the Board of Selectmen 
Issuance of the permit shall be contingent upon (1) com- 
pliance with all Sanitary Laws and Regulations of the 
State of Maine, and; (2) approval by a majority vote of 
the Board of Selectmen. The permit shall specify the 
maximum number of Mobilehomes that may be located 
in the Mobilehome Park. 

2. Issuance of Permits. The Board of Selectmen shall 
annually on the first Monday in May renew such permit 
contingent upon compliance with all regulations in this 
Ordinance. 

3. Non-Conforming Uses. Any lawful trailer or mobile- 
home park, existing at the time this ordinance or any 
amendment thereto is adopted, may be continued although 
such trailer or mobilehome park does not conform to the 
provisions thereof. No non-conforming use that has been 
discontinued shall be re-established except in conformity 
with this ordinance. Any extension, expansion or alteration 
of existing mobilehome parks shall conform to this ordi- 
nance. 

4, Permit—Method of Application and Requirements. 
Applications for permits shall be in writing, signed by the 
applicant who shall file with the application proof of owner- 
ship of the premises or of a lease or writien permission 
from the owner thereof together with a complete set of 
plans drawn to scale, showing the location of the proposed 
court, and which shall include: 

(1) The area and dimensions of the tract of land. 

(2) The maximum number, location and size of all 


mobilehome spaces. 

(3) The location of any existing buildings and any 
proposed structures, 

(4) The location and width of roadways and walkways. 

(5) The location of water and sewer lines and the 
sewage disposal systems. 


SECTION 4—INSPECTION 


1. Inspection of Mobilehome Parks. The Board of 
Selectmen are hereby authorized and directed to make 
inspections to determine the condition of mobilehome 
parks located within the Town of Newburgh in order to 
safeguard the health and safety of occupants of mobile- 
home parks and of the general public. They shall have 
the power to enter at reasonable times upon any private or 
public property for the purpose of inspecting and investi- 
gating conditions relating to the enforcement of this Ordi- 
nance. 

SECTION 5—LOCATION, SPACE, AND 
GENERAL LAYOUT 


1. Location. Mobilehome Parks may be located in 
Business Zones, Industrial Zones, and Unrestricted Zones. 
No Mobilehome Park may be located in Residential Zones. 
At present the entire Town of Newburgh is an Unrestricted 
Zone, and will be so considered unless and until a Zoning 
Ordinance is adopted by vote of the Town. 

2. Area Requirements. The area of the Mobilehome 
Park shall be large enough to accommodate: 

(1) The designated number of mobilehome spaces. 

(2) Necessary streets or roadways. 

(3) Sewage disposal system. 

3. Space Requirements. Each mobilehome space shall 
be at least 75 feet wide and 100 feet deep, and shall abut 
on a driveway or other clear area with unobstructed access 
to a public street. Such spaces shall be clearly defined, and 


mobilehomes shall be so located that a minimum of ten 
feet clearance exists between any part of the mobilehome 
and the lot lines of the mobilehome space. 

4. Recreation Area. For every 15 mobilehome spaces 
there shall be reserved two such spaces of the same dimen- 
sions as set forth in 3 above, to be used as a play ground. 

5. Mobilehome Space Availability Required. It shall 
be illegal to allow any mobilehome to remain in a mobile- 
home park unless a mobilehome space is available. 


SECTION 6—ROADWAYS 


1. For fire prevention and protection every mobilehome 
park shall have access to a public street either by directly 
abutting thereon or by means of a private hard surfaced 
roadway not less than twenty feet wide. In all mobilehome 
parks, roadways shall be well drained, adequately graveled 
hard surfaced or paved and maintained in good condition. 
All roadways shall be lighted at night and shall have a 
light intensity at the center of the roadway of no less than 
two foot candles. All mobilehome spaces shall abut upon 
a roadway 20 feet cr more in width if off-street parking 
areas are provided. If on-street parking is permitted, said 
roadways shall be a minimum of 30 feet in width. 


SECTION 7—SANITATION 


1. Water Supply Requirements. An accessible, ade- 
quate, safe, and potable water supply shall be provided 
in each mobilehome park, capable of furnishing a minimum 
of 125 gallons per day per mobile-home space. The develop- 
ment of an independent water supply to serve the mobile- 
home park shall be made only after express approval had 
been granted by the Board of Selectmen. 

2. Plumbing, All plumbing in the mobilehome park 
shall comply with State and local plumbing laws and 
regulations and shall be maintained in good operating 
condition. 
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3. Sewage Disposal. Mobilehome parks shall be served 
by a private disposal system which meets the regulations 
of the State of Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
and meets the approval of the Board of Selectmen. Each 
mobilehome space shall be provided with a satisfactory 
sewer connection. All sewage-disposal apparatus including 
appurtenances thereto, shall be provided, maintained, and 
operated so as not to create a nuisance or health hazard. 

4. Refuse and Garbage Disposal. The storage, collec- 
tion, and disposal of refuse in the park shall not create 
health hazards, rodent harbonage, insect-breeding areas, 
accident hazards, or air pollution. All refuse and garbage 
shall be stored in flytight, watertight, rodent-proof con- 
tainers, which shall be provided in sufficient number and 
capacity to prevent any refuse from overflowing. Satis- 
factory container racks or holders shall be provided by the 
mobilehome park owner or operator and shall be located 
not more than 150 feet from any mobilehome space. 

5. Reporting of Communicable Diseases. Every mobile- 
home park operator shall maintain a register containing 
a record of all mobilehome occupants using the mobile- 
home park. Such register shall be available to any author- 
ized person inspecting the park, and shall be preserved for 
a period of at least one year. Such register shall contain the 
names and addresses of all mobilehome occupants stopping 
in the park. Every owner, operator, attendant, or other 
person operating a mobilehome park shall notify the local 
Health Officer immediately of any suspected communicable 
or contagious disease within the mobilehome park. In the 
case of diseases diagnosed by a physician as quarantinable, 
such owner, operater, attendant or other person operating 
a mobilehome park shall notify the Health Officer of the 
departure or the proposed departure of a mobilehome or 
its occupants, or the removal therefrom of clothing or other 
articles which have been exposed to infection.

SECTION 8—ELECTRICITY 


1. Electric Installations and Outlet Requirements. An 
electrical outlet supplying at least 110 votes shall be pro- 
vided for each mobilehome space. The installation shall 
comply with all State and local Electrical Codes and 
Ordinances. Such electrical outlets shall be waterproof. 
No power line shall be permitted to lie on the ground or 
to be suspended less than 12 feet above the ground. 


SECTION 9—ALTERATIONS AND ADDITIONS 


1. Alterations and Additions. No addition of any kind 
may be constructed to become a permanent part of any 
mobilehome. Skirting of coaches is permissible, but such 
skirting shall not permanently attach the mobilehome to 
the ground. 


SECTION 10—PENALTIES 


1. Penalty. Any person who violates any provision ot 
this Ordinance may upon conviction be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten (10) dollars nor more than fifty 
(50) dollars; and each day’s failure of compliance with 
any such provision shall constitute a separate violation. 


SECTION 11—CONFLICT OF ORDINANCES 
AND VALIDITY 


1. Saving Clause. If any section, subsection, para- 
graph, sentence, clause, or phrase of this Ordinance should 
be declared invalid for any reason whatsoever, such de- 
cision shall not affect the remaining portions of this Ordi- 
nance, which shall remain in full force and effect; and to 
this end the provisions of this Ordinance are hereby de- 
clared to be severable. 

Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise $100.00 
to be used to construct a new fence on the West side ot 
the Chapman Cemetery. 

Art. 26. To act on any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 
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Notice is hereby given that the Selectmen will be in 
session at the Town Hall on Saturday, the 12th day of 
March, 1960, for the purpose of revising the list of voters.

Volunteer Fire Department, with fire house and truck on 
Route 9 opposite Chase’s Store. The N.V.F.D. and the 
West Hampden Department have established a very close 
working agreement, the main result of which is to about 
double the fire protection in the eastern half of Newburgh. 


We report with satisfaction an increased efficiency in 
our fire reporting system. There have been no abuses and 
people have reported fires much more clearly than in the 


past. 


Perhaps the relatively mild winter has contributed to 
fewer fires, but we prefer to believe our citizens are be- 
coming more “fire conscious” and taking greater care to 
see that furnaces, stoves, heaters and chimneys are properly 
cleaned, inspected and adjusted. Let’s keep it up! 


The Ladies’ Auxiliary of the N.V.F.D. report a success- 
ful year. As usual, their lively interest and financial contri- 
bution to the Fire Department are a help in keeping our 
requirements of town support at a minimum.

Of the 35 now attending Secondary School, 9 are 
Seniors. With 13 to graduate from the 8th grade, we can 
expect around forty in school in September. With the 
usual increase in per pupil tuition costs, our proposed 
budget is none too large. 


Some of our neighboring towns have appropriated funds 
for a Dental Health program. Your S.S. Committee is 
recommending a small appropriation for this service. I 
am convinced that this would be money well spent. 
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All items in next years budget have been kept to an 
absolute minimum. The recommended increase in the 
C/S appropriation is due principally to increased costs of 
instruction. We are required to increase teachers salaries 
$300.00 a year until the State minimum is met. In Septem- 
ber all teachers will be receiving this required minimum 
salary. 


In the very near future we will have an opportunity to 
vote once more for a School Administrative District. I 
hope that the citizens of Newburgh will cont’nue to show 
the same good sense in voting on this issue, when the time 
comes.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL SCHOOL 
BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Last year’s report brought us up to the tentative forma- 
tion of a five-town District, to be organized under the so- 
called Sinclair Act. The formation of such a District was 
enthusiastically approved at last year’s annual town meet- 
ing. When the proposal was voted on in other towns, 
Winterport disapproved, which necessitated a fresh start. 


A proposed four-town District was then planned: 
Hampden, Newburgh, Frankfort and Dixmont. When this 
proposal came to vote all towns approved except Frank- 
fort, though they had vcted for the five-town District. 
Thus, the second effort came to nothing. 


Your committee, continuing their work with Hampden 
and Dixmont, set up a tentative three-town District. How- 
ever, as the high school average attendance of these three 
towns for last year was slightly under 300, a special enabl- 
ing act by the State Legislature was required. This was 
accomplished during the recent special session of the 
Legislature. The proposed three-town District plans for 
the District to contract with Hampden Academy for high 
school level education. This involves approval by the 
State Commissioner of a tentative contract offered by the 
Academy prior to the usual meeting of Town Selectmen 
and School Committees to recommend representation on 
the District School Committee. As this report is written, 
the call for that meeting has not yet come from Augusta. 


Future action, of course, depends on the voters of the 
three towns and, as soon as a firm proposal is ready, your 
special committee will try to thoroughly inform the voters 
through hearings, as in the past. A delaying factor is 
that court actions are pending in several cases where towns 
have voted into a District and now want out. Until those 
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court actions are decided, the ability of a new school Dis- 
trict to borrow money is in question, and your committee 
does not believe the voters would wish to take action till 
this vital point is clarified. The delay is disappointing, 
but seems unavoidable. 


In the meantime, we have been in nearly constant 
contact with the school officials in Dixmont. Briefly, these 
conferences have resulted in the decision to recommend a 
joint school for Dixmont and Newburgh. A tentative loca- 
tion — on Route 9 within the township of Newburgh — 
has been selected, its procurement at extremely favorable 
cost assured, and building plans worked up to the extent 
possible without involving the town in any expense. 


The joint schcol with Dixmont means each grade can 
have a single teacher, which is recognized as a ‘long step 
forward ne ard better education. It sisi means an economy 
to- the two towns if the District is formed, as the cost will 
be considerably less than as though two 4- or 5-room 
schools were constructed. 


Your committee is aware of the possibility that the 
three-town District may not be finally approved, and is 
exploring the possibilities of Newburgh and Dixmont going 
it alone in such case. Despite the recognized vital need of 
action, the normal costs of such action appear almost pro- 
hibitive. Therefore, we are exploring every possibility of 
outside financial help, particularly if any of the present 
Federal Aid Bills become law. We regret that the past 
year has not brought more positive progress, but circum- 
stances are beyond our control. We have tried to compen- 
sate for it by exploring cther possibilities as so briefly sug- 
gested here. 


SPECIAL SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES IN THE TOWN OF NEWBURGH 
FOR THE YEAR 1959 


At the year's end it is again appropriate to give you an 
account of public health nursing services in your com- 
munity for the year 1959. 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to 
provide nursing service to people at home, at school, at 
work, in clinics and health centers, so that individuals. 
families and the community as a whole will be helped to 
achieve and maintain optimum health. Public health nurs- 
ing is one of the basic health services that contribute to a 


healthy and happy way of life. 


The very important work of the Division of Public 
Health Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and 
Welfare is to provide public health nursing service to 
people in the rural areas and small towns of our State. 
These services include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their 
homes for the prevention of illness, promotion of health 
and correction of defects. 


Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation ot 
the handicapped in their own homes, with medical 
direction from the patient’s physician. 

Prevention and control of communicable diseases 
through immunization programs, detection and follow- 
up of tuberculosis and venereal diseases, and health 
education. 

Maternal and child care, including schoo] hea!th services 
and child health conferences. 

Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families 
under care of the various State clinics and services — 
crippled children, pediatric, mental retardation, cleft 
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palate, adolescent, cardiac, tuberculosis — to help 
patients and families carry out the doctor's instructions 
for treatment. 

Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and other 
health and social agencies in behalf of patients and 
families. 


Working closely with the townspeople, individually and 
in groups, so that the people themselves will take 
responsibility for developing health programs to meet 
their unique local health needs, 


Health is a priceless possession, defined by the World 
Health Organization as “a state of complete physical, 
mental, and social well-being and not merely the absence 
of disease or disability”. It is wisely said that public health 
is people, who are so concerned with good health for 
themselves, their neighbors, and their community that they 
work for this priceless possession. This wise saying guides 
us well, for nowhere in our State do we have the number 
of public health nurses we need to give all the services we 
would like to give. It follows, then, that a successful publ:c 
health nursing program does, and indeed should, depend 
largely upon the interest, support, and volunteer work ot 
the local people, individually and through organized group 
effort. The public health nurse gives directly those services 
that require her special professional nursing skills and gives 
leadership and counsel to the townspeople in developing. 
cooperatively, the health programs most suitable for their 
Own community. 


Your public health nurse submits the following sum- 
mary of public health nursing services in your community 
for the year 1959: 

This fall three Child Health Conferences were held. 
Infants and preschool children were given physical exam- 
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inations and the necessary immunizations for diphtheria, 
tetanus, whooping cough, smallpox and polio. 

Plans will be made for school children to have polio 
vaccine in early 1960. Audiometer tests were given to 86 
pupils in December. 

Sincere thanks to those who have assisted in the health 
program this year.

An audit has been completed of the financial records 
maintained by the officials of the Town of Newburgh for 
the fiscal year ended February 15, 1959. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance at the end of the year was reconciled 
with the statement furnished by the Merchants National 
Bank as of February 15, 1959. Transactions affecting taxes 
receivable, tax liens and tax acquired property were re- 
viewed and unpaid accounts at the year were checked and 
reconciled with the balances shown on the records of the 
officials concerned. Accounts receivable were due from the 
State and appeared to be stated correctly. 


LIABILITIES 


Notes in the amount of $3,000.00 which were not repaid 
at the year end have been carried forward as liabilities. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

A net overdraft balance of $163.90 was carried forward 
for the departmental accounts. 

At the close of the year, the Town had an unappropriat- 
ed surplus amounting to $11,178.78 as compared with 
$9,285.12 at the end of the preceding year. The gain was 
due to the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


GENERAL 


The 1958 commitment of taxes to the Collector was 
examined and reconciled with the assessment. Excise taxes 
were verified with the copies of the receipts rctained by the 
Collector. All funds recorded as received by the Treasurer 
had been deposited in the bank and all disbursements had 
been made by check and authorized by warrants drawn 
by the Selectmen. Vouchers and payrolls were examined 


to the extent deemed appropriate and appeared to be 
proper charges to the accounts involved. The records of 
the Clerk were examined for appropriations and other 
matters of financial concern. ra 

It is again recommended that the Collector make use 
of prenumbered triplicate tax receipts and tax collectors 
cash sheets. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, 
together with related financial statements, fairly presents 
the financial position of the Town at February 15, 1959, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended.
